Dear Mr. Armstrong: 

I write in response to your recent letter directed to Mr. 
Wilson concerning the subpoena issued to the Gerald Armstrong 
Corporation. 

We are willing to reschedule the deposition of the 
corporation in above noted case for January 30, 1996, at your 
request. A new subpoena, issued for that date, is enclosed. 
However, the conditions which you seek to impose on the 
corporation's appearance at that deposition and the production of 
its records are not proper pursuant to the Federal Rules of civil 
Procedure or the rules of the bankruptcy court. 

I direct your attention to Rule 45(d) of the Federal Rules 
of Civil Procedure. That you would like the Church to forbear 
from enforcing an injunction obtained against you in state court 
is not a valid objection to producing documents concerning your 
assets and transfers in a bankruptcy proceeding. In responding to 
the subpoena, the Gerald Armstrong Corporation is required to 
produce the requested documents "as they are kept in the usual 
course of business or shall organize and label them to correspond 
with the categories in the demand," You are simply asked to 
present the documents for our inspection and copying. We will 
copy them, in Mr. Wilson's office, at our expense. You are not 
required to hire anyone or produce any copies at the exorbitant 
rate of $0.50 per page. 
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Trial is rapidly approaching in this case, and discovery has 
ended, other than this extension which has been granted to you at 
your request. If January 30 is not a convenient date for you, I 
also have available January 29, 31 or February 1, 1996.
